TRAVEUNQ QUIDC8. 

Tb« DutlM and Pa/ of III* ProrMslonlil 
Caurifra of Korope. 

The traveling guides are called cou- 
riers. Tlieir duties roquiro thorn to 
spoak several languages, which tliey 
do snfllolontly for tho traveler's pur- 
pose, if not in- a manner to satisfy tho 
criUoal ear. Thoy aro furnisheil by 
agent* for |78 a month, wiili .fl a day 
for hotel exireiiso^. railroiul and other 
traveling fiui's being at the cost of tlie 
loHiisl. If lim lour lueludes Russia, 
or oilier I'ouiilric.i in KiisU'rn Europe, 
where living exiwnsos nre higher, then 
tho courier ii allowed til a day in nd- 
dltlontohls wage*. It the tourist is 
ronstantly in motion and exacting, the 
ilutic.s are ai>luous, but there aro occa- 
sional partial compensations In days 
wlien ho is indisposed lo exertion, from 
ill-lieiiltli or for otiior roosons. Most 
couriers prefer travel with a family to 
that with a single reatia** man or a 
parly of licnilliy gantlamen, 

some one of whom is 
always ready lo go soiiio- 
wiicioor ilo v,iim,|liin:r tliat reipiires 
tiin atlcinilaul's services. Tiieso trips 
may be for a mouth or two or n^ay li^nt 
bis months or a year. Araerlpans whq 
coiiig tfl ipend a (ummof: in Europe 
riifoly ipeak Prenol^ t»r any other laiir 
gunge woll enough tp tr»ve) with »ny 
sort of ponvonlcuco and It is this class 
that Iiave created and perpetuate the 
guild of conrian. I air golid. for 
guide* and oonrien conabtnta now a 
profefslon and maintain an association 
for mutual aid and assist anco. Per- 
sons who oiwak Fionch usually d!«- 
peiiso with a courier in Franco, though 
I hey may employ ono in Spain, Italy 
or Germany, Some take ono in each 
eoiintry thoy visit, though tho more ac- 
complished ones are sometime* engaged 
for the whole of Europe a* well as 
for Egypt and Syria. Many tourisls 
never travel with a guide, but If llioy 
dosiro ein|)loy llio local ciccr- 
ones nl all I'l'- Important cities. A 
single gciiiloinan can travel all over 
Eunipo without a guide, with a few 
necessary word* of the language of the 
country ho happen* to be In. This l.s 
not always agreeable, thougii be thiin 
carries away his own impi:«l**lon» 8n4 
not tho^o of his hired companion. Tljo 
advantage o| a guide or pouriec it Miat 
wjioii time i* Umltad It I4 a matter pf 
economy, fivefy thing w»nt*d i| 
npomptly found without spending hours 
In fooling for It On the other haiul. 
ifapei-aon has leisure, he will Icain 
more of a country and Its P 'oplo hy 
wiiiig nb;iul. unassisted. Tho European 
Toui ieis niako their haadquarler* prln- 
eipally lu London and Pari*. In tha 
1 ittor city alone there are probably not 
less than ona hundred.— Ow. Ban

A Bad Oomiiinntarr '111 Our Vuunted Frof- 
reu In Civlllxatlon. 

Yhe extent to which fashion control* 
theekistonce of a lai'go proportion of 
th(( modern world is not loss intoiosU 
ing than curiom. Mr. Tyler, the 
learned aiilhorof 'Trlniitivc Culture," 
has briMiglil lo;^ether It mass of facts 
illustrating tho inllueiicn of conven- 
tion upon tha *ava;;u mind on what 
passe* tor it, But ho n|>poars to think 
that the raee baa outgrown such \Voak- 
ness, wherea* all the evidence (o bo 
had points to qulti another sonulusion. 
As a rule, wo pay Uttlo atlontion U> 
tho tyranny of fashion. It Is when It 
deoross tho general adoption ot some 
liabiiiment or practice which Is par- 
ticularly ugly or deforming or 
oppoaed to iiyglonic laws that 
It becomes a subject of dis- 
cussion. Tho fashions of wnnicii 
change oftciior than those of ninn, and 
lire aiit to b« moro startling. It can 
not bo said that thoy arc much more 
defiant of all the principles of art and 
common ■an*e, however. Thu wuiuvii 
may go far Iioforo tliey exceed in jiro- 
posteroiisiiess llie male hcailecar which 
i* vulgarly known as the 'Stovo-pipu" 
hat, while ihe masculine garb ot 
festivity, called evening dre**, b grace- 
le** enough to warrant an anthropoid 
npo in disowning hi* po*terity. Yet 
lovely woman, it must bo ndmitteil, 
somei i Mies coiilrivos to cause more 
dislurbanco ami troublo by lur 
changes of fashion than 'it i* l^von to 
tho atornor sex to da 

Tiia prasant tall bata ara ia point, 
and OS tho summer atylaa ara eTldent- 
ir intended to can^ tha height of these 
niiia/.iiig strucluraa far beyond any 
olovatiini yet inflicted upon an nii- 
gulshetl thoater audionco during the 
winter, tlie prospect Is any tiling but 
cliearing. Oonaiderlng the natural 
courtesy and *aU-aaori8oing tendencies 
of women, tlw injnrle* this new fashion 
cause* them to Inflict upon their inuo- 
oout and helple** neighbors must bo 
regarded as a striking proof of the 
weight of the tyranny under 
which they tuifbr. For that 
I* eleariy an ovarmaataring influence 
which causes women to go contrary to 
all tlii'ir liablte and predilections, to 
make ot Iheinsolvos offensive nuisance* 
in iHibllc places, and to forget every 
dictate of the commonest politeness 
and eon*id*ration ot other*. That they 
(honld be made by taahion quite in- 
d liferent to the lidiculou* aspect* in 
which they often praaant thenuelvcs 
while olieying lis despotic behests, is 
perhaps not wonderful, seeing that 
tliey keep one another in counlennnce. 
Tho profound gravity with which 
woiiien parade the most as- 
tounding deformities, tho most 
aboniiuablo ugliness of form, 
color and combination, is indeed 
calculated to delight the |ihilosopher, 
though it may aggravate and 
give point to tha aaroaam of tha cyaic. 
It i* also open to question, from an 
ethnologloiil and evolutionary point of 
view, wholhor tho survival in so ro- 
bust ami vigorous a form of tlioso

My provions visit waa a hurried ono, 
—I took but a glimpae, and then went 
on my war. Now, for nearly a week 
I waa a resident of Stratford-on-Avon. 
Howaball Idescribo the perfectly ideal 
lioauty ot tha now homo in wliich I 
found myiaifl It Is a lino house, sur- 
I'oiindod by delightful grounds, which 
skirt the bank* of the Avon for a oon- 
sidorable distanoe, and oome close up 
to thoincloaure ot the Church ot the 
Holy Trinity, Iwneath the floor ot 
wliich He tho mortal remains 
of Shakespeare. Tlio Avon is 
one of Ihoso narrow Kaglish 
rivers in which halt a doion boats 
might lie side by, side, bat hardly wide 
onofugli for a race botwoon two rowing 
abreast of each other. Just hero tho 
Avon is coiu|iar.ilivcly broail andqniol, 
thero bi iiig a ilam a liiilc lower down 
tho stream. Tho waters were a perfect 
mirror, as I saw them on ona of the 
still days we had at Stratford. I do not 
remember over before seeing cow* 
walking with their logs in the air, a* I 
saw thoni lellicted In tho stream. 
Along the banks the young poople were 
straying. I wondered if tlio youthful 
swains quoted Shakespeare to their 
lady-loves. Coirtd thoy help re: 
calling Romeo and JulictB It Is <fuit4 
iiuposslblo to think of any human iHiing 
growing up in tliis plaeo which claims 
Sliakespcaro iLS its ghihl, aboi(t tliu 
streets qf which ho ran as a boy, on the 
waters ot which ho must have often 
floated, without having his imago over 
praaant, I< itsoP There aro some boys, 
tram eight to ten or a dozen years old, 
fishing In the Avon, close by the 
grounds of "Avonbank," tho place at 
which we are staying. I call to the lit- 
tle group. "I say, boys. who 
was this man Shakespenro people 
talk so much aboutP" Boys turn 
round and look up with a plentiful 
lack of intolllgoneo in tlioir counto- 
nances. "Don't you know who he was 
or what ho wasP" Boys look at each 
other, but confea* ignoranoa.

'•Speei is hard to average. Tho 60 
and 75 miles an hour train Is generally 
a myth. An average of 4H 3-10 miles 
per hour is tho fastest timo in tho 
Uuiinl States. Tbfal i* made on the 
1','iiii.sylrania limited In it* run from 
Jersey City to Philadelphia, 90 mile*, 
in less than two hours. The 'Fly- 
ing' Dulcliiiian' train is supposed Is 
111, ike llic^ fastest lime lu the world. 
Iiei ween iutrndon and Ilrislol, lUJ miles, 
in less than two hours. The average, 
though, of even this fa*t train is 
only 591 miles far hour. There are 
several other trains noted for remark- 
ably fast timo on short distauces. 
Sometimes a straight and even grade 
for a distance of twenty miles will 
permit a train to run at the rato of 
moro than a mile a minute. One train 
on tho Canadian Pacilic road, from 
Ciitanean to Ottawa, averages i>0 miles 
an hour for a distance of 7H miles. Oil 
the Central roail the late Mr. Vauiler- 
bilt traveled at tho rale of 90 miles an 
hour. An average of 86} miiea an 
hour is considered fast traveling. 
Many of the limited, lightning ex- 
presses do not go at a faster rale. The 
value of railroads in the United States 
exceeds eij;lit billions of dolUlt.— Acu 
i'orb Mail and Hxprea.

It Waa never Intended by the frani- 
ers of the present constitution of Ken 
tucky iba> the State ahould have an 
other one. Theae wlae it^taamen 
were so perfectly eatuacd witb their 
own Infallibility that they arranged 
their constitution *wlth a provision 
that made tbe adoption of a new one 
practically Impoaalble. In tha first 
place tha qneatloo whether wa want 
ed a new oonatltutloii or not bad to 
ba twice aubmltted to a popular vote, 
andamajorltyofalltbemen of vot 
log ago had to express their prefer' 
ence for a change. Then delegates 
had to be chosen for the Convention, 
a constitution adopted, and, finally. 
It bad to be ratlded by a vote of the 
people. A new conslitullon would 
probably have never been adopted 
had not the rigid and absurd prop' 
osltlott requiring a majority of tbe 
men bf voting age been modified 
The last I.,eglalature adopted an act 
making a special registration, Ut the 
purpose of deteriniiiliig tbe constitu- 
tional vole. Through thia special reg- 
istration the proposition to call a con- 
stitutional convention has been given 
a majority of about 25,000, and a good 
bogluning haa boon made. In 188<J 
another vote similar to this will bo 
taken, and If it carries a new conati- 
tuliou la assured. Iu ISUl delegates 
will be elected, in 1892 a consiiiiilion 
will be framed, and in 1893 it will be 
submitted to the people for ratifica- 
tion. In other word«, It will take 
•ix years from the time of thia flrAt 
expraaahm on the subject to get a new 
consUidllon adopted.

Tha Christian County Toacher'j 
Institute, which convened at the 
Court House Monday, Aug. 22iid, and 
coutlnucd three days, was In every 
sense a grand success, surpassing any 
colored Institute over held in Hop- 
klnavllle, and reflecting great credit 
upon the County tiutierlntundeotand 
leaclicra. Every aulijectlnacominon 
school course was ili»icutsed at length, 
aud many line nielliods fur leaching 
the same were presented. It has 
been Bup|>o>ed heretofore that the 
ability uf tho colored teachers was 
not ci|ual to that of the white, but 
any one atteudliig ilie seaxions uf 
both Institutes c.nild not fail to see 
that the colored teachers compare 
very favorable with the beat wulle 
instructors in Ihe county. 

The Itislitule was called lo iii.K-r 
by F. II. Rcnshaw, who proceeded to 
stale the object and aims of tha Instl- 
lute;aflcrwbich the following of- 
ilcera wore elected: A. II. I'ayne, 
I'l c'.iilfiit : .Miss Jennie L. Brewer, 
Vice-President; D. H. Marahall, Sec- 
retary. The offioers showed great 
familiarity with their positions and 
ilispatelied business with proinplness 
and rcgtilarily.

The Christian Co. teachers are ex- 
celled bv no sot of teachers In tbe 
state and equaled by very few. Too 
much pralso imiiiot bo given these 
teachers, when the iidverso circum- 
stancpg under which thoy labor and 
the difficulties and obatacles, are com- 
pared with their grand achievements. 
And at llin present siridrs with 
which Ihe colored people are ad.vaiic- 
iiig. It will not be long before they 
take their position among tlie high 
ranks In science, art aud culture.

He hae taken the first 
premium wberevor he hat been 
ibowu. Mr. Xadford'i herd numbers 
between 40 and fiO, all thoroughbred 
lagliUrad animali and he Haa dur- 
ing the lut two yean aoid 
enoogh oalrei to repay twenty p' r 
cent of hie original Invaetmcut.

various articles of pottery, iiumber- 
less arrowheads, vpearheada, four 
battle axes, scalping knives ami oth- 
er atono knivoa of several sizes; alao 
various kinda of ornaments, coiiaist- 
ing of atone beads and neck orna- 
ments and trinkets of amethyst, lava, 
pearl aud Hint ; thirty celta or chlsela 
.ifdilTorent shapes and sizes, three 
tablets for drawing out bowstrings ; 
two tolom atones, twelve diacardal 
stones and a banner atone uaed by 
uiedicino men and iu their games. A 
liiglily polished bucket bale of atone, 
1 double spear and various linages of 
highly polished stone were among the 
most highly prized relics. The most 
valuable of all waa a human head 
carved in stone. It was found three 
milea from ClarkavMIe, Tenn., and la 
the only one of the kind in existence. 
The material la very bard atone and 
the diatinctlve featuret are a flat uoar, 
thick lipe, narrow bead, retreating 
forehead, broad between the ayea and 
aaborlthlckchin. Thebead evident 
ly repreienli a female of an, entirely 
different race from the American 
Indiana. It la auppoied to belong to 
the age of the mound-bullden. An- 
other relic la a fragment of an ame- 
thyit bead, which tho wi abont half 
of the fkea. It it a baautlftil purple 



ill color and In about one inch long 
and half an inch llilck. Capt. John- 
sou has many other relics at his home, 
which hu hat been collecting for ton 
years past, lie la not collecting them 
fur prolii, hilt to form a private 
cabinet uf curloalties. 

While in Todd county a few days 
ago Mr. W. B. Brewer, of Fairvlew, 
preaented Capt. Johnson with a cane 
made from wood Uken from the old 
Jell Oavis houM, and ha requeite ne 
to return hla thanka to Mr. Brewer 
for Ibe tame.
